The sound of busy hammers yester- 
day echoed over the 15-mile path of 
Thursday's tornado, giving ‘evidence 
that a courageous citizenry was build- 
ing up where the twister had torn 
down. 

Meantime there was the business of 
taking stock. A check-up by police 
showed that 372 structures were dam- 
aged in Washington alone. How many 
were hit in nearby Virginia and Mary- 
land had not been — de- 
termined. 

No definite estimate was arrived at 
yesterday as to the cost of the tornado 
in dollars and cents, ‘and it is doubtful 
if one ever will be arrived at. The best 
“rough guess” placed it at about $1,- 
500,000. 

To most people, the amazing thing 
about the. tornado was th> fact that 
it didn’t take a heavy toll of lives. The 
men and women in the devastated areas 
were especially amazed. They could 
hardly believe their eyes when they saw 
the morning newspapers, and read that 
only one person was dead. 

Red. Cross Needs No Help. 


The Red Cross, which rushed relief 
to the tornado-swept areas within an 
hour after the disaster occurred, an- 
nounced yesterday that no outside help 
would be needed. 

Thousands of curious journeyed to 
the devastated areas in Northeast and 
Southeast Washington yesterday and 
last night. They saw ‘wall-less houses 
and roofless houses, streets swept clean 

of trees and other evidences of the 
twister’s fury, but they didn’t see what 
they might have seen the day before. 

For a city unaccustomed to‘suth dis- 
astrous visitations, Washington  dis- 
played astounding recuperative powers 
By 4 o’clock. vesterday afternoon the 
streets in Northeast and Southeast had 
been virtually cleared of the roofs 
cornices and other bits of debris that 
had cluttered them the day before. 

District Officials Busy. 

Those who were made homeless by 
the tornado yesterday were making ar- 
rangéments for the future. Most of 
them were planning to repair their 
homes and move back in, but there 
were some whose homes were beyond 
repair. 

The Red Cross set up an emergency 
headquarters in the Hines Junior High 
School at Seventh and C streets south- 
east, and from there carried on its re- 
lief work.

“I will tell you that to carry on our 
program: the budget of the Antisaloon 
League for the next five years has been 
set at $650,000 a year, or double the 
best income we have had in secent 
years. That figure, however, is a mini- 
mum, as we hope to push it up to e 
million. Ri 

Education Drive Plans. 


“The hardest work we have to do ig 
to put on an:extensive educational pro- 
gram, utilizing newspapers, the radio, 
the .moving pictures, for. the next 
generation.” 

Francis Scott McBride, national 
superintendent of the league, who has 
also taken over the bulk of legislative 
work since the death of Wayne B. 
Wheeler, advocated more stringent laws 
that would make any violation of the 
prohibition laws a felony punishable 
by five years in prison. 

He also pointed out that such an 
enactment would ‘esult in the depore- 
tation of aliens who violate the pro- 
hibition laws. 

“We have a ‘dry’ Congress in Wash- 
ington now,” said Mr. McBride, “and 
we should say to it, “the time has 
come for you to pass laws making 
complete enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law porsible and.then we can hold 
the officers of the Government in 
Washington, from the President down, 
responsible. for the law.’ 

“The Antisaloon League and the W. 
Cc. T. U. have never been and never 
will be supergovernment, but we have 
said to the people that the time has 
come to take our Government out of 
the hands of the bootleggers and to 
put it back where it belongs. 

“The strategy of the wets is to detour 
around the Oonstitution on a so-called 
beer and light wine route and to get 
back on the highway of liquor control 
as before. They seek to discredit the 
law by nullifying it and to discredit 
the organization that has been most 
effective in the fight.” 

Would Arouse Churches. 


“The strategy we should employ to- 
day is to arouse our people and to get 
them into the fight. Get the church 
people at bat. Let them have their in- 
nings. We have allowed the liquor 
people too much leeway in their fight 
on the nullification of the Constitu- 
tion.” 

Bishop Nicholson does not believe 
that the major political parties should 
insert a plank on prohibition in theif 
platforms. : 

“My reason for not agreeing . with 
Senator Borah,” said Bishop Nichol- 
son, “is that we do not need to ask 
the political parties to put a prohibi- 
tion plank in their platforms. A plank 
is something the political party prom- 
ises to get. The people have spoken 
through a two-thirds majority of Con- 
gress and by the ratification of 
States, They have put prohibition iz 
the Constitution, which constitutes an_ 
order of the people to the political per 
ties to obey and enforce it. 

“We should hold the party in power 
to the enforcement of the Constiéu- 
tion... The duty of the party that elects 
a President is to see that there is no 
nullification of the Constitution.”.

Williamsburg, Va. Nov. 18—The 
United States Senate “has no right 
whatever to determine the moral or in- 
tellectual qualification of a. senator,” 
Representative-elect James M. Beck, of 
Pennsylvania, declared in an. address 
here tonight. He did not mention the 
Vare case, but simply alluded to a 
“contemporary controversy.” 

Mr. Beck, who was once solicitor 
general of the United States, delivered 
the inaugural address at William and 

College, under the auspices of a 
foundation created by the late James 
Gould Cutler, which 2alls for an ad- 
dress 6n the Constitution once a year 
at the institution. 

It is the undoubted right, he said, 
of each State to select its own repre- 
sentatives in the Senate, and not have 
the representatives of other States se- 
lect those representatives for it. 

“In my opinion,” he continued, “the 
Senate has no right whatever to deter- 
mine the moral or intellectual qualifi- 
cations of a senator, although, once 
admitted, it may expel a senator as a 
disciplinary procedure. Otherwise a 
sovereign State would only nominate 
its representatives in the Senate and 
the senators from other States would 
have the final right: of selection.”

been impossible and so in 1913 when he 
was nearing 80 years of age he set 
forth for the place where he thought 
sudden death from another hand could 
be most easily courted.” 
How Story Was Obtained. 


Dr. De Castro said that it was an 
“improper” story that paved the way to 
his discovering what had really hap- 
pened to the author of “In the Midst of 
Life,” “Can Such Things Be?” “A 
Cynic’s Word Book” and other sar- 
donic works. 

“I knew it. would be both dangerous 
and useless to conduct a direct investi- 
gation,” he said. “So in 1923 I wrote 
Francisco Villa asking for an interview 
in his hacienda at Chihuahua. He re- 
fused, but I went anyway and he re- 
ceived me. 

“At dinner I decided that the only 
way to avert his anger was to get him 
laughing. I told him a story that set 
him and his generals into gales of 
laughter. Thefi I broached the subject 
of Ambrose Bierce. 

“Immediately there was ominous 
silence. Villa’s brother Hipolito and 
Gen. Reyes exchanged a glance as 
though to say, ‘this gringo has put his 
foot in it now.’ But Villa, pleased by 
the story I had told, was not angry with 
me; merely at the memory of Bierce.” 

Dr. De Castro said Villa told him 
that Bierce had beer thrown out of 
town with his peon after an act of 
“treason” which apparently consisted of 
no more than criticizing Villa and 
speaking rather highly of his opponent, 
Carranza. 

Shot in Dead of Night. 


“What happened to Bierce, then?” 
De Castro said he asked, and Villa re- 
plied, “Quien sabe?” 

“But after dinner Hipolito Villa and 
Reyes confessed,” he said. “Théy told 
me that two men were sent to follow 
Bierce and his peon; that they" came 
upon the pair about a mile out of town, 
and that the last chapter of the life 
story of Ambrose Bierce was there, In 
the dead of night, punctuated with a 
leaden period.” 

Since that time Villa himself, nis 
brothef Hipolito and, only two weeks 
ago, Gen. Reyes, have all fallen before 
the bullets of their enemies. 

Dr. De Castro, who believes his ac- 
count is the only authentic story of the 
death of Ambrose Bierce, met the au- 
thor first in California in‘1886. For the 
next quarter of a century, although he 
traveled a great deal and spent some 
time out of the country, as when he 
was United States Consul at Madrid 
under appointment of Theodore Roose- 
velt, he was in constant communica- 
tion with Bierce, He saw him last ‘n 
1910 in Washington.

For 
that reason, as well as for thé reason that the 
merchant marine comes in competition with 
foreign governments as well as with foreign 
ship operators, the United States Government 
will always find it necessary to encourage the 
merchant marine, Private. ownership and 
operation of all merchant ships and shipping 
lines, under Government. regulation and sup- 
port, seems to be the best arrangement that 
can be suggested for the United States. : 
It is evident that a portion of the plan sug- 
gested by Edward N. Hurley, former chairman 
of the Shipping Board, does not harmonize 
with the policy of private ownership of the 
merchant marine. Mr. Hurley hag suggested 
that the railroads take over the Nation’s mer-’ 
chant shipping. 


this plan is that ships are competitors of rail- 
roads. One of the principal objectives in build- 
ing the Panama Canal was to furnish competi- 
tion to the railroads, so that transcontinental 
rates would be kept within bounds. Certain 
railroads fought the canal project with great 
energy, and some of them later complained that 
competition through the canal was ruinous to 
them. Congress denied to the railroads the 
right to own coastwise shipping lines, so that 
monopoly might be prevented. 

In view of the inability of the railroads to 
effect consolidations that are obviously neces- 
sary for economic reasons, it may be questioned 
whether the railroads-eould manage the mer- 
chant marine better than it can be managed 
by experienced shipping operators. A steam- 
ship line controlled by a single railroad would 
hardly be in a position to serve all comers as 
well as an independent line could serve them. 
if railroads should combine in the operation of 
shipping lines; the question of restraint of 
trade would surely arisé, and in a complicated 
form, The Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the Shipping Board would find their juris-. 
dictions Overlapping, and one or the other 
would have to go. Yet Congress would shrink 
from placing control-of railroads and the mer- 
chant marine in one commission, whose powers, 
if effective at all, would be so far-reaching as 
to make it almost a government in itself. The 
outcome, in any event, would not be “private 
ownership,”’ but corporate monopoly of trans- 
portation by land and sea, from which private 
enterprise would be excluded.

CRANBERRY SAUCE. 


Thus far the Government statisticians have 
not published their annual estimates of the 
number of turkeys that will be sacrificed at 
Thanksgiving dinners next Thursday, but it is 
known that there will be plenty of cranberry 
sauce. True to the heroic traditions of the past, 
Massachusetts is in the lead, with 14,000 acres 
of cranberry bogs, and they have produced a 
very satisfactory yield. New Jersey is not very 
far behind, as 13,000 acres are devoted to the 
cultivation of the acid berries, while Wisconsin 
is also “‘in the money” with 1,900 acres, 


Altogether the total crop is estimated at 
600,000 barrels of berries, worth to the cran- 
berry farmer an average of $10 a barrel. But 
that total, $6,000,000, does not represent the 
outlay of the housewife by any means, for by. 
the time she gets the sauce ready to give zest 
to the appetite of her household the “spread” 
of cost between grower and consumer will Have 
increased by geometric progression. 

But who will give the slightest consideration 
to the cost? It is enough to know that the 
supply is ample and that no one need eat his

MOTION PICTURES. 


The moving-picture industry under the 
leadership of Will H. Hays is steadily better- 
ing itself. Some three years ago the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors of America, 
the organization of which Mr. Hays is. presi- 
dent, adopted a formula intended to ‘‘keep the 
sd-called prevalent type of book and play 
from becoming the prevalent type of motion 
Picture.” With it, producers have attempted 
to prevent the picturization of questionable 
subject matter, and have tried to avoid the use 
of books and plays for movie scenarios which 
could be produced only after such changes as 
to leave the producer subject to the charge of 
deception. _Several months ago the same or- 
ganization listed eleven themes which under 
no consideration are to be used in the making 
of a picture. 

Producers indicate a genuine desire on the 
part of the industry to keep its product, so 
far as is possible, on a high artistic and moral 
plane. Obviously, it is to its advantage to 
do so, 

The moving-picture industry has grown to 
enormous proportions. Millions of individuals 
support it and depend upon it for their amuse- 
ment and diversion. Men, women and children 
come under its influence. The moving picture 
is a power for good or evil. Self-regulation 
of this power is absolutely necessary. Pro- 
ducers realize this fact. They have chosen 
to apply self-imposed regulation, and the result 
is shown in still greater prosperity, a better 
satisfied public, and a constant improvement 
in the art. 


. BUYING ON. INSTALLMENTS. 


Installment selling has come in for more 
than the ordinary portion of approval and cen- 
sure. It is generally admitted that had con- 
sumer credit not been developed to its present 
extent, industry and prosperity would have 
been held back. Yet, even admitting this fact, 
a large and influential group professed to see 
dire consequences as an ultimate result of ‘so 
much down and so much a month.” The day 
of reckoning was bound to appear, it reasoned, 
and when the country was called upon to 
liquidate its borrowings a crash would be 
precipitated. 

The group first to utilize consumer credit 
on\a large scale was,the automobile industry. 
Over a year ago the General Motors Corpora- 
tion took cognizance of the criticism directed 
against the installmfent plan. If the plan was 
uneconomic, its executives realized, their 
structure was being reared on shifting sands, 
and they determined to ascertain detinitely 
whether or not the sales policy would have to 
be changed. With this in mind, the corpora- 
tion commissioned Edwin R. A. Seligman, pro- 
fessor of political economy at Columbia Uni- 
versity, to make a scientific study of consumer 
credit. . 3 , : 

Prof. Seligman’s research occupied fifteen 
months, and required the labor of a large staff 
of associate economists at Columbia. In its 
complete form the ‘report fills two large 
volumes, Never before has a more exhaustive 
study of this particular economic phenomenon 
been undertaken. ‘There are no greater rieks 


attending consumers’: credits than producers’ . 


credits,” is Prof. Seligman’s conclusion, ‘“‘if 
properly administered, and they are, in fact, 
more liquid.. Installment selling has increased 
production, stabilized output, reduced produc- 
tion cost and increased purchasing power.” _ 
‘This report carries great authority. Those 
who in the past have been doubtful as to in-. 
stallment selling will find their opinion shaken. 
Of course, it is not claimed that consumer 
-eredit is in all ———— or wise. dn Prof. 
Seligman's words, “if properly administered,” 
there is hidden a great deal.of meaning. _ 
Consumer credit, when properly used, is 
economically sound. By. careful avoidance of

extent than at present for the betterment of

TIBBETT AVOIDS USUAL 


Metropolitan Barytone Exhib- 
its Rare Dramatic Ability 
Before Poli’s Audience. 


VOICE HAS GREAT SCOPE 


- Novelties adorned the program of 
Lawrence Tibbett, Metropolitan Opera 
barytone, who sang at Poli’s Theater 
yesterday afternoon under the local 
management of Mrs. Wilson Greene. 

Mr. Tibbett avoided the conventional 
concert program and included in it a‘ 
number of character songs which gave 
him fine opportunity to display his re- 
markable dramatic ability, his power of 
facial expression and the gift of por- 
traying in his voice a variety of emo- 
tions. 

The operatic qualities of his voice 
were exhibited in the “Recitative and 
Aria from ‘Acis and Galatea,’” by 
Handel, and the “Credo,” from Verdi's 
“Othello,” To both of these he gave a 
sensitive and deeply felt rendition, and 
he responded gen€rously with encores 
after the “Othello” number, one -of 
which, “Drink to Me Only With Thine 
Eyes,” was one of the most exquisitely 
sung ballads of the afternoon. 

Mr. Tibbett’s voice is one of wonder- 
ful scope containing the warm sweet 
tones of the upper register possible to a 
barytone in almost a tenor quality, and 
the full-rounded barytone range as 
well. Throughout his program his in- 
terpretation was keen and exceedingly 
rhythmical. 

The Brahms group showed new vocal 
beauties of his art, and his diction in 
German as well as in Italian was im- 
peccable. 

Outstanding among the songs was a 
setting by Somervell .of Edgar Allan 
Poe’s “Annabel Lee,” given with artistic 
shading and tender emotion. 

Edward Harris, accompanist, appeared 
also on the program as a composer and 
Pianist and played several of his own 
works in a most acceptable manner. 
His “Noel,” from a Christmas suite, was 
seasonable and of intrinsic merit. 

The famous “Song of the Flea” was 
sung by Mr. ‘Tibbett in response to 
many requests in a pleasing way that 
would have elicited a handclap from 
Chaliapin himself, whose singing of it 
has made it world renowned,

.. Chairman Green said a majority of 
Ways and means committee members 
felt that no better plan for administra- 
tion of the earned income provisions 
could be obtained at the present, and 
that it was possible that existing regu- 
lations had not been tested sufficiently. 
He added that under various substitutes 
offered it was estimated the loss in 
revenue would ‘be somewhere between | 
$15,000,000 and $50,000;000. 

It was indicated the committee next 
week probably would call Director Lord, 
of the Budget Bureau, for questioning 
concerning prospective government ex- 
penditurés.. This has been done ‘fre- 
quently in the past, the committee tak- 
ing the position that after having 
received the views of the Treasury re- 
garding the Government’s financial 
condition, it also should have infor- 
mation possessed by the head of the 
budget office. 

In connection with the tax question, 
indications were given at the White 
House that the pilgrimage there yes- 
terday of a delegation of automobile 
Manufacturers advocating repeal of the 
Federal tax on automobile sales would 
enlist no support from President Cool- 
idge. It was reiterated that the pres- 
ident intends to stand squarely behind 
the recommendations of Secretary Mel- 
lon, whose program for a maximum tax 
reduction of $225,000,000 does not call 
for abolition of automobile levies.

Declarer should win the trick 
with the Ace of Spades, then iead 
six rounds of trumps, then four rounds 
of Diamonds, leaving his Closed Hand 
with but two cards—the Jack of 
Spades and the Deuce of Clubs; Dum- 
my with two cards—the Ace and Jack 
of Clubs. This is a “squeeze” play, 
and Declarer, when he starts it, knows 
that West has the Queen of Spades. 
If he also has the King and Queen of 
Clubs, the squeeze must work as West 
must discard down to two cards and 
must let go either one of his high 
Clubs or his Queen of Spades. In one 
case North’s Ace-Jack of Clubs are 
good for the last two trick~; in the 
other, South’s Spade Jack becomes a 
winner. Of course, West may not have 
the two high Clubs and the squeeze 
may not work, but it can not cost a 
trick; it is well worth trying. 


No. 10. Declarer stands to lose two 
Spades and two Diamonds, unless he 
can establish a Club in Dummy’s hand. 


That he can do so is. probable because, 
having five Clubs in Dummy and one 
in Closed Hand (a total of six), the 
adversaries have a total of seven, and 
the probable division of seven is 4-3. 
Winnine the first Spade, Declarer 
should at once lead a Club, win in 
Dummy with th> Ace, return a Club 
and trump it with an *onor. He 
sheuld then put Dummy in twice with’ 
the Ten and Nine of trumps, leading 
back Clubs each time for Closed Hand 
to ruff with an honor. After ruffing 
the third Club he should lead his last 
trump. If the adverse Clubs and 
trumps are normally divided, this will 
establish a long Club in Dummy, who. 
still has the Ace of Diamonds as an 
entry, and give Declarer the needed 
discard which will enable him to make 
game.

HOW TO TREAT BURNS WITH TAN- 
NIC ACID. 

HE tannic acid treatment of burns 

is receiving some support from 

men and institutions where there 

are opportunities for large experience. 

The proposal is that every establish- 

ment where burns are frequent should 

carry some powdered tannic acid in its 

first aid cabinet. It may even be car- 
ried in first aid kits. 

The treatment is simple. Four tea- 
spoons of dry powdered tannic acid is 
dissolved in a glass of water. When it. 
is possible: the water used should be 
sterilized by heating before it is used 
for the tannic acid solution. However, 


necessity demands. This makes a 2.5 
per cent solution. — 

This solution is applied on wet dress- 
ings. These wet dressings are kept on 
for 24 hours, being changed often 
enough to keep them moist. At the 
end of this time the burh will be a 
mahogany brown in color. Whenever 
the area takes on this shade the dress- 
ing has been on long enough. It is to 
be removed and the wound dried with 
warm air. A simple method for doing 
this is to make a teht over the wound- 
ed area, using a sheet or blanket for 
the purpose. An electric light under 
this tent will suplpy all the heat needed 
for drying. After the wound has been 
dried it is kept clean, but is not dressed 
any more than is required for cleanli- 
ness.

The tannic acid dressing first stops 
the pain. It then seals up the wounded 
tissues, preventing infection and stop-. 
ping absorption. That is the work of 
that mahogany brown coating. After 
that repair proceeds according to na- 
ture’s Own way. 

The application of the tannic acid 
solution must not be continued after 
the brown coating has formed, other-_ 
wise harm results. 

This method has appeared in this 
column before. It is repeated because 
of the favorable reports about it that 
are appearing. Finding a convenient 
burn ‘remedy for a first aid cabinet has 
not been an easy matter. The tradi- 
tional mixture of lime water and oil 
has much to commend it, but it has 
much against it. As it is found in first 
aid cabinets the oil is generally rancid 
and the mixture is teeming with bac- 
terial life. In addition, Carron oil 
is bulky and not easily transported. r 


The paraffin remedy is a good one 
where it can be applied and in cases 
for which it is suited. But these speci- 
fications are not often encountered 
around factories, foundries, and electric 
plants. ' 

Perhaps tannic acid solution would 
work in the treatment of poison ivy. 


SWEETENING RAIN WATER. 


E. F..D. writes: I saw recently in your. 
column a question in reference to stag- 
nant and ill-smelling rain water. ‘ 

I would like to say that the best rem- 
edy for ill-smelling rain water is a pint 
bottle of hypochlorite solution. Mix this 
amount with a pail of water and then 
throw the same into the cistern. Mix 
thoroughly by sousing the pail up and 
down in the cistern on the end of @ 
rope. It is a chlorine carrier and does 
not harden the water as does quick 
lime. I have found it the best thing 
for the purpose.

Tendering his resignation from the 


Moubt as to his own view that action 
should have been taken by the court 
at the time the filing of the affi- 
davite invol Harry F. Sinclair, the 
Burns detectives who trailed the jurors 
and Edward J. Kidwell, jr., celebrated 
dyror No. 11. 

Besides stating that he and special 
Government oil counsel were ready to 
me for contempt at that time, 

on emphasized that the affidavits 
which they had filed on November 1 
“were the basis and cause of the action 
of the court on November 2 in with- 
drawing a juror and discharging the 
jury from further consideration of the 
case and declaring a mistrial.’ 


Cites Grand Jury Inquiry. 


But Gordon assigned as his immedi- 
ate cause of his refusal to serve on 
the committee the fact that since the 
mistrial he had presented to a grand 
jury evidence “on every phase of the 
situation™ and had “quite positive 
views as to who should be prosecuted.” 
He added that in these circumstances 
it seemed to him that if he acted 
on the committee he would be placed 
in “an anomalous and inconsistent 
position.” 

In accepting Gordon’s resignation, 
Justice Siddons was equally as plain 
im expressing his own views as to the 
@eclination of the District attorney to 
assist the court “in the administration 
of justice, by vindicating and main- 
taining its authority.” 

Justice Siddons declared that ‘the 
inquiry he ordered two weeks after the 
Mistrial was announced was one “to 
determine whether in the National 
Capital the administration of justice 
im one of the established courts there- 
im may be successfully flouted and de- 
fied 9 

Will Name New Member. 

Moreover, the justice declared that 


the alleged contempt did not consti- 
tute an issue in the oil case, “but is 


' @ollateral to it and, in a sense, supe- 


rior to it, in that, if proved, it con- 
stitutes an assault upon the adminis- 
tration of justice, an obstruction of 
its (the court’s) justice and a defiance 
of its power and authority.” 

“It is peculiarly fitting that you, 
under the circumstances, should be 
selected with two other members of 
the bar to assist the court in ascer- 
taining the truth of a matter of much 
‘grave concern,’” the justice added. 
“But your assistance, to be of use, 
Would have to be ungrudgingly and 
wholeheartedly given.” 

Justice Siddons is expected to name 
another member of. the bar to succeed 
Gordon and the committee then will 
be in a position to function. What- 
ever facts it gathers as to any criminal 
contempt involved in the oil case will 
be laid before the court for its action. 


Proceeding is Unusual. 


The inquiry of the committee is ex- 
pected to be directed against all of the 
pérsons who lave come under investi- 
gation by the grand jury. Should the 
court. be convinced that there had been 
an effort to obstruct justice it could 
forthwith impose jail sentences upon 
those involved. 

Whether the committee will begin 
operating before the grand jury re 
remains to be determined. Practically 
all of the evidence has been submitted 
and the jury couldAletermine-early next 
week whcther it will make a present- 
ment against Sinclair and the others 
under fire. 

Justice Siddons” action in appoint- 
ing a committee to investigate whether 
there has been a criminal contempt is 
regarded as unusual in this jurisdiction. 
Such action was taken by then Asso- 
ciate Justice Daniel Thew Wright in the 
Buck Stove & Range case, in which an 
‘Injunction was issued by the court 
against officials of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, 


Overruled in Higher Court. 


The late Samuel Gompers and other 
Officials of the federaiton were cited 
for contempt because of a publication 
in the Federationist, the official organ 
of. the federation. Justice Wright ap- 
pointed a committee of lawyers, made 
wap’ of counsel for the Buck Stove & 
Nange Co., and upon thcir presentation 
he sentenced Gompers and the others 
to jail for contempt. 

An appeal was noted and the case 
fi:ally was taken to the United States 
\ ipreme Court, which reversed the 
lower court, with the result that none 
of the lebor officials served any prison 
sentence.

Patent Office Society

Farming is the most profitable legiti- 
mate occupation in the United States, 
when conducted by improved machiz- 
ery over a period of ten years, Thomas 
D. Campbell, of Hardin, Mon., told of- 
ficials of the Patent Office and the De- 
partment of Agriculture in an il- 
lustrated lecture on “Improved Methods 
of Farming,” yesterday afternoon, at & 
meeting of the Patent Office Society. 

Campbell is one of the world’s largest 
individual grain growers, having grown 
approximately 500,000 bushels during 
1926. He exhibited to the society mo- 
tion pictures of harvesting with an old 
harvester, and then pictures of windrow 
harvesting, which he declared would 
save the farmers of the United States 
$100,000,000 annually, if 
adopted.
